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Foreword 


Inspiration for this book was Tana Hoban’s “Who They Are?” made for babies. Reading only from drawing 
is fun. Drawing silhouettes is like observing shadows. We are going to keep aside reading the words here 
and enjoy the drawings while guessing what they are. Those little children who have not learned to read yet 
can also enjoy guessing the drawings. Due to limited space I have selected only few animals. You may feel 
like imagining other animal’s silhouettes and finding out how their feet print. Please feel free to use the 
internet, it was great help to me. 

I’ve shown here the families of animals with mother, father and baby in them. Some animals give birth to 
one baby at a time and some more than one. Some babies are brought up only by mother and some by 
both the parents. Some even have to bring themselves up all alone, for example: Turtles. Mother turtle 
lays eggs on sea shore and leaves. After few days babies come out and head to the sea. Mother’s role in 
birthing baby is significant so I’ve shown at least mother with the babies. It has also helped the layout look 
better & interesting and easy to recognize. 

On each page you can see animal foot prints in a small square. It was easy to find foot prints of those 
who live on land. But ant’s feet do not print and bats hardly walk on land. And no question about whale’s 
foot print. While searching for answers to all these questions I decided to exclude only Whale’s prints for 
obvious reason. It was possible to guess how bat’s foot will print. 


While thinking about how an ant’s foot will print, I contacted an American artist and entomologist Mr. 
Steven Kutcher through email. He likes to make unique art works by observing insects, putting paint on 
insect’s feet and taking their prints on specific paper. He was very kind to promptly send me his ant’s 
foot prints for this book. He said the ant started walking forward and then walked backward as if to get 
the pigment off her feet. So we can only imagine how an ant’s foot might print. I’m grateful to Mr. Steven 
Kutcher for allowing to use his art work. I tried putting an ant into small pigment of paint and make her 
walk on regular paper. But nothing printed because of her light feet and poor ant suffered. 

Tiger, lion and cat’s feet print almost the same, so Dr. Shonil Bhagwat (brother) suggested they can be 
differenciated by their big and small sizes. He further suggested to show all the four or two feet in print 
for better understanding. I want to thank Shonil for his valuable suggestions and time. Foot prints are not 
in proportion with animal’s size shown here. Each person’s hands have unique prints and so do feet. This 
is also true in animals. Every single animal has a specifically unique foot print. Front feet and back feet 
appear to be same but they differ a little in size, shape and width. They won’t match exactly to the other 
foot prints of same animal. We can use them only as guidelines. I have tried to capture animal’s graceful 
or awakward posture in footprints. On the last page you can also play a game of guessing animals by their 
foot prints. 

While working on this book Ojas and Tuhin (sons) played on their own and allowed me free time for work. 

I would also like to thank Shreyas (Husband) and Anil-Shobha (parents) who always encouraged and 
supported all the effort.
